Miss Orary wae apologetic in raising the matter alace the letter asked 
lor a very considerable amount of information about prepaganda activities 
of the U. S. Gevernmest aad other governmental fuactions, iiss Grery 
agreed that USIA was mere appropriate to assist on the principal queries 
vut f did furnish her with a reference to a statement of the Agency's 
igactions ta the U. 5. Government Organisation Manual. ‘She seemed to 
ieel that this would suffice for her purposes and thanked the Agency. 


4. Colonel Grogea advised thet there had been twa queries from 
joursaliate relating to the Director's appearances before the Senate 
appropriations Committee and preseatly scheduled hearings fer the 
nears future. Colonel Crogan wae faraished with the facts ef the DCI's 
appearances durisg the last seasten and wae advised that ac hearings 
are presently scheduled although the Oirector desires to appear before 
certain committees as so0n as the Congress ceavense.

He was very apprectative of our 
discussion with him and indicated that he would discuss the matter with 
Senator Smaythers and advise us further.
